The  valleys  were  a 
series  of  lakes,  and  major  road 
systems  were  closed  with

folks  are  so  often  the  unsung  heroes  in 
these  efforts. 

It's  one  place  where  we  don't  get 
bogged  down  in  process  and  politics; 
one  place  where  we  tangibly  care  for 
the  land  and  serve  people.  We  keep 
focused  on  outcomes:  taking  care  of 
the  resources,  trying  to  protect  life 
and  property,  making  people's  lives 
easier.  I  think  there's  a  real  joy  and 
satisfaction  in  doing  that  work,  a 
feeling  that  "this  is  making  a  differ¬ 
ence.  This  is  what  I  signed  on  for." 

I  know  it's  just  part  of  your  job. 
But  I  think  it's  part  of  my  job  to 
recognize  the  things  you  do  well,  and 
remind  you  that  what  you  are  doing 
is  important.  You  do  care  about  the 
lands  and  communities  entrusted  to 
our  care,  and  it  shows. 


Flooding  and  flood  damage  has 
been  one  of  the  "big  stories" 
this  winter  throughout  the 
Intermountain  Region.  And  the  story 
continues.  In  late  spring,  runoff 
floods  around  the  Region  had 
caused: 


•  A  large  landslide  May  18  that 
blocked  Highway  89  20  miles  south 
of  Jackson,  Wyoming  on  the  Bridger- 
Teton  NF.  The  B-T  worked  with 
Wyoming  Department  of  Transpor¬ 
tation  and  the  National  Guard  for 
quick  cleanup  of  debris  in  the  Snake 
River. 


9  Burned  and  wet  hillsides  that 
failed  May  18  week  in  the  Sister 
Creek  area,  a  tributary  of  the  South 
Fork  of  the  Salmon  River.  This  area 
on  the  Boise  NF  had  been  burned  in 
the  1994  Thunderbolt  Fire.  The 
South  Fork  Salmon  River  Road  held 
the  landslides  back  from  the  river 
but  there  was  road  damage.  The 
road  was  quickly  repaired  and 
opened,  and  Boise  NF  distributed  a 
video  news  release  to  television 
news  stations  to  explain  the  work 
and  spring  flood  hazards. 


9An  irrigation  canal  that  breached 
May  17  on  the  Ashley  NF,  starting  a 
huge  erosion  gully  300-500  feet  deep, 
300  feet  wide  and  1/2  mile  long. 
Ashley  NF  officials  closed  roads  to 
the  area,  began  work  with  local, 
county  and  state  emergency  agen¬ 
cies,  started  monitoring  the  gully 
daily,  and  were  working  with 
Natural  Resources  Conservation 
Service  to  request  emergency  funds 
for  cleanup  assistance. 


It  has  been  a  year  of  heavy 
snowpack  and  high  runoff  in  many 
parts  of  the  Region.  When  all  that 
water  comes  down  the  mountain,  we 
often  call  the  results  "disasters."  But 
I  see  something  really  positive  in 
these  flood  and  landslide  stories-the 
way  Forest  Service  people  routinely, 
quietly  and  competently  respond  to 
emergencies. 

We  do  well  with  fires,  floods, 
landslides-all  sorts  of  quick-moving 
natural  resource  emergencies.  We 
organize  quickly,  provide  leadership 
in  the  communities,  work  coopera¬ 
tively  with  other  agencies  and 
community  groups-land  manage¬ 
ment,  law  enforcement,  emergency, 
medical,  volunteer.  Forest  Service

✓  AWARD  RECIPIENTS 

Try  to  get  shots  of  people  actually  doing  what  they  were 
awarded  for  as  opposed  to  handshake  shots  or  holding  their 
award. 

✓  GROUP  ACTIVITIES 

Get  frontal  shots  of  the  group  doing  the  activity  your  article  is 
about.  Avoid  “backside”  shots. 

✓  SPEAKER  SHOTS 

Especially  those  of  the  speaker  in  front  of  a  podium  are 
rather  boring  and  don’t  tell  a  story.  Be  creative. 

✓  ACTION  SHOTS 

Instead  of  posed  shots. 

✓  BACKGROUNDS 

Be  aware  of  backgrounds  and  what  else  is  in  photo  range- 
that  you  don’t  necessarily  want  a  photo  of-backs  of  heads, 
reflections,  anything  that  would  distract  from  subject. 


Remember,  black  and  white  is  preferred,  but  color  photos 
and  slides  are  fine.

several  sustaining  long-term  dam¬ 
age.  Forest  Service  system  roads 
were  damaged  by  landslides, 
washouts,  and  gullying. 

During  the  flooding,  road 
closures  complicated  access,  the 
Humboldt- Toiyabe  NF's  microwave 
system  was  down,  long  distance 
phone  communications  were 
limited,  and  Data  General  communi¬ 
cations  were  also  down. 

In  just  a  few  days,  7-12  feet  of 
snow  fell  above  the  7,000-foot 
elevation  on  the  Carson  and  Bridge¬ 
port  RDs.  Immediately  after  the 
snow  storm,  the  "Pineapple  Ex¬ 
press"  brought  heavy  rains  and 
much  warmer  temperatures.  The 
Express  showed  a  cloudbank  on 
weather  satellite  images  that  ex¬ 
tended  across  the  Pacific,  through 
Hawaii,  and  all  the  way  to  Japan. 
This  storm  system  would  bring 
several  days  of  heavy  rains.  Esti¬ 
mated  total  rainfall  from  December 
21  to  January  4  ranged  from  15 
inches  to  23  inches  along  the  Sierra. 

More  than  23  landslides  were 
reported  on  the  Carson  RD  alone. 
These  closed  Forest  Service  roads, 
damaged  property,  and  devastated 
forest  resources.  Thirty-six  roads 
were  reported  damaged  and  hazard¬ 
ous,  closed,  or  gone. 

On  the  Bridgeport  RD,  the 
Walker  River  washed  away  parts  of 


US  Highway  395,  the  artery  from 
Reno,  Nevada  to  the  Bishop,  Califor¬ 
nia  area.  The  highway  was  not 
planned  to  reopen  until  summer 
1997,  having  a  devastating  effect  on 
local  tourism  along  that  stretch  of 
highway.  Cost  estimates  on  repair  of 
the  highway  alone  reached  $100 
million.  Many  homes  and  one  of  the 
resorts  along  the  Walker  River 
sustained  major  damage. 

The  Markleeville  Guard  Station 
on  the  Carson  RD  received  the  most 
damage.  More  than  six  feet  of 
rushing  water  traveled  through  the 
compound  when  Markleeville  Creek 
crested  and  changed  its  course. 
About  50  concerned  citizens  from 
Markleeville  rallied  to  try  and  save 
the  Forest  Service  compound. 
Volunteers  sandbagged  all  New 
Years  Day,  only  to  watch  as  the  creek 
turned  into  a  raging  river  and 
washed  their  efforts  away.  More 
than  $300,000  in  damage  occurred  at 
the  compound,  destroying  the 
engine  garage,  tool  sheds,  fences, 
gasoline  vaults,  a  propane  tank, 
water  heater,  furnace,  fire  cache, 
supplies,  furniture,  three  fire  ve¬ 
hicles,  two  snowmobiles  and  a 
Smokey  Bear  costume.  An  additional 
$100,000  in  damage  was  sustained  to 
the  trailers  used  as  seasonal  housing. 
The  damaged  trailers  have  been 
condemned. 


The  Supply  Center  (Supervi¬ 
sors  Office)  in  Sparks,  Nevada  is 
only  a  half-mile  from  the  Truckee 
River,  which  also  flooded.  The 
industrial  area  where  the  office  is 
located  was  a  virtual  lake  for  three  to 
four  days.  On  the  third  day  of  the 
flood,  FS  employees  were  told  they 
could  enter  the  area  by  boat.  By  the 
time  employees  were  allowed  in,  the 
water  had  subsided,  leaving  a  layer 
of  mud  several  inches  deep.  Ap¬ 
proximately  three  to  four  inches  of 
floodwater  had  covered  the  first 
floor.  The  carpet,  installed  only  last 
fall,  had  to  be  removed  due  to 
hazardous  materials  in  the  floodwa- 
ters.  The  cement  was  cleaned  and 
disinfected.  New  carpet  arrived  in 
February.  Historic  records,  personnel 
files,  furniture,  and  computer 
equipment  sustained  damage.  Four 
radios,  12  Data  General  terminals, 
two  laser  printers,  and  miscella¬ 
neous  equipment  and  supplies  were 
lost.  Much  of  the  loss  was  due  to 
electrical  shortages  during  the  flood, 
and  some  equipment  was  destroyed 
by  flood  waters.  Much  of  the  Supply 
Center  fleet  was  damaged,  requiring 
repair  estimated  in  the  thousands. 

The  widespread  flooding 
which  occurred  over  New  Year's  is 
not  expected  again.  However, 
because  the  Supply  Center  is  so  close 
to  the  Truckee  River,  the  Forest 
Service  will  prepare  for  future  flood 
events  there.

MAY  27  UPDATE:  Damages  Repaired  from  Winter  Floods 


About  $250,000  has  been  spent 
on  cleanup  and  rehabilitation  of 
facilities  at  the  flooded 
Markleeville  Guard.  Some 
$16,000  worth  of  supplies  were 
lost.  Three  vehicles  damaged  by 
floods  were  sold  and  snowmo¬ 
biles  were  salvaged  and  used 
this  past  spring  season.  No 
buildings  were  lost.  Trailers 
were  rehabilitated  for  about 
$1 6,000  under  contract  and 
should  be  available  for 
firefighting  summer  seasonals. 

Closures  on  Highway  395  from 
road  loss  were  opened  in  early 
May  on  all  sections  except  the 
Walker  River  corridor  south  of 
Walker,  California.  This  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  open  in  July  or  Au¬ 
gust. 


The  Forest  Service  has  13  road 
projects  going  or  completed  so 
far.  Wolf  Creek  Road  incurred  the 
major  damage  with  repair  costs 
estimated  at  more  than  $2.6 
million.  Damage  includes  a  major 
landslide,  700  feet  of  road  wash¬ 
out  and  numerous  smaller  slides 
and  washouts.  Emergency  repairs 
were  contracted  in  February.  The 
road  is  open,  and  emergency 
repairs  should  be  complete  by 
early  July.  Permanent  repairs  such 
as  paving  and  landslide  stabiliza¬ 
tion  should  start  in  spring  1998. 
Thanks  to  contracting  assistance 
from  the  Boise  National  Forest, 
the  emergency  repair  contract 
was  advertised  and  awarded  in  a 
week-solicitation  was  issued 
February  7  and  opened  on  Febru¬ 
ary  11. 


The  Forest  Service  has  re¬ 
quested  about  $3.4  million  in 
Emergency  Relief  Federally 
Owned  (ERFO)  funds  from  the 
Federal  Highway  Administration 
to  repair  damages.  ERFO  covers 
repair  of  flood  damaged  roads 
and  highways  administered  by 
Forest  Service,  Park  Service, 
Bureau  of  Land  Management 
and  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs. 
Forest  officials  think  the  request 
may  go  higher  as  road  damages 
are  assessed  in  the  high  coun¬ 
try. 

Since  the  snow  melted,  several 
landslides  have  been  discov¬ 
ered  in  the  high  country.  Re¬ 
source  evaluation  had  not  yet 
occurred  because  of  access 
problems. 
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Utah 's 
Centennial 
Tree 
Goes  to 


oordinating,  harvest 
ing,  and  delivering  the 
Capitol  Holiday  Tree 
seemed  fairly  simple 
three  years  ago  when  I 
was  asked  to  submit  a 
proposal  to  the  Chief. 
Since  1996  was  the 
Statehood  Centennial  for  Utah , 
and  1  was  special  projects  coordi¬ 
nator  for  the  six  National  Forests 
in  Utah ,  the  Forest  Supervisors 
asked  me  to  do  the  proposal. 

Usually  one  NF  sponsors  the 
tree  but  I  proposed  that  all  6 
Utah  NFs  be  involved. 
When  we  were  selected 
by  the  Chief  I  asked 
each  Forest  Supervi¬ 
sor  to  begin 
searching  for 
the  perfect 
tree.

Starting  a  1996  project  in  1994 
had  its  pros  and  cons-the  first 
challenge  was  even  getting  people 
interested  in  sending  a  70-foot 
Christmas  tree  to  Washington  D.C.  I 
started  a  committee  with  statewide 
representation. 

This  group  met  about  every 
other  month  to  share  ideas  about 
fund  raising,  decorations  and 
options  for  celebrations.  We  really 
didn't  get  a  lot  accomplished 
because  we  could  hardly  get  the 
Washington  Office  to  talk  to  us.  If  it 
isn't  your  year,  you  must  be  patient. 

I  continued  to  build  interest 
with  various  State  and  Federal 
agencies,  the  Congressional  Delega¬ 
tion  and  the  Governor's  Office.  I 
corresponded  regularly  with  the 
Capitol  Landscape  Architect  to 
answer  our  questions  about  how  to 
build  decorations.  We  wanted  to  get 
Utah  schoolchildren  working  on 
decorations  during  the  1995  Christ¬ 
mas  Season,  rather  than  waiting 
until  August  of  1996.  We  had 
overwhelming  participation  from 
the  schools  throughout  Utah.  The 
Utah  Arts  Council  also  provided 
many  hours  instructing  groups  and 
schools  in  design  and  construction. 
Most  of  our  ornaments  were  built 
and  boxed  prior  to  Christmas  1995. 
The  committee  also  selected  a  logo 
and  recruited  partners. 

I  attended  the  1995  cutting 
ceremony  on  the  Plumas  National 
Forest  to  get  some  idea  of  what  to 
expect  with  Utah's  show.  Many 
contacts  in  California  became 
important  resources  later  when  we 
had  similar  challenges  and  opportu¬ 
nities. 

When  1996  arrived,  I  started 
getting  correspondence  from  WO 
explaining  that  we  should  get  busy. 
Little  did  they  know  we  were  well 
on  our  way  and  ready  for  just  about 
everything,  or  so  we  thought.  We 
had  created  a  timeline  for  key 
actions.  David  Spann,  the  Wasatch 
Front  Resource  Conservation  and 
Development  Coordinator  (and  FS 
employee)  facilitated  our  meetings 
and  offered  the  nonprofit  RC&D  to 
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handle  the  committee's  financial 
transactions.  Jim  Dunford  of  the 
Uinta  National  Forest  was  the 
bookkeeper. 

We  organized  through  subcom¬ 
mittees  on  finances,  transportation, 
tree,  media  and  Utah.  The  latter 
made  arrangements  for  all  those 
who  would  travel  back  to  D.C.  for 
the  lighting  ceremony.  Each  commit¬ 
tee  had  their  own  assignments  and 
worked  independently. 

The  Capitol  Landscape  Archi¬ 
tect,  Matthew  Evans,  arrived  in  Utah 
on  July  29,  1996  to  see  the  candidate 
trees  the  various  Forests  had  se¬ 
lected.  The  Uinta,  Manti-La  Sal  and 
the  Dixie  participated.  We  took  a 
whirlwind  tour  of  the  State  covering 
950  miles  and  looking  at  24  candi¬ 
date  trees  in  two  days. 

On  the  second  day  Evans 
announced  his  choice  to  the  three 
television  news  crews  that  had 
followed  us  the  entire  trip.  Fie  had 
chosen  an  Englemann  Spruce  from 
the  Manti-La  Sal  National  Forest 
near  Stewart  Guard  Station  in 
Huntington  Canyon.  His  reasons 
included  the  setting  of  the  historical 
Guard  Station,  the  bulkiness  of  the 
tree  and  the  proximity  next  to  the 
major  road.  (The  latter  became  very 
important  to  me  when  November 
came  and  it  was  snowing.) 

Manti-La  Sal  employees 
worked  hard  in  arranging  a  tree 
cutting  ceremony  and  getting  nearby 
communities  involved  with  celebra¬ 
tions  and  in  attending  a  lighting 
ceremony  in  Washington  D.C.  This 
effort  brought  Manti-La  Sal  employ¬ 
ees  and  local  residents  together  for  a 
single  cause  and  showcased  a  part  of 
Utah  that  would  not  normally  have 
such  recognition. 

As  tree  cutting  time  ap¬ 
proached,  intensity  built.  Sweatshirt 
sales  were  slow  until  the  cooler 
weather  arrived  in  the  fall;  then  we 
were  swamped  with  orders.  We  sold 
through  Walmart's  Wasatch  Front 
and  Price  stores.  More  than  $67,000 
was  made  on  t-shirt  sales.  I  spent 
hours  coordinating  with  Mack 
Trucks  Inc.  and  Poulan/Weed  Eater 


Seven-time  world  champion  for  Poulan  Pro  Chainsaws, 
Ron  Hartel,  cut  the  70-foot  Englemann  spruce  in 
Huntington  Canyon,  Manti-LaSal  NF. 

Inc.  on  details  of  hauling  and  cutting 
the  tree. 

P.C.L.  Civil  Constructors 
volunteered  their  operator 
and  a  crane  to  lower  the  tree. 

Don  Batie,  the  1995  Aborist 
of  the  Year,  worked  several 
days  to  wrap  the  large 
branches  of  this  beautiful 
tree.  This  monster  tree  was 
34  feet  across  at  the  drip  line. 

It  was  necessary  to  pull  these 
branches  into  an  8-foot 
width  to  fit  inside  the 
sideboards  of  the  truck. 

Many  groups  got 
involved  and  provided  new 
coordination  challenges.  A 
man  from  Brigham  City 
offered  to  build  a  miniature 
replica  of  the  two  trains 
meeting  at  Promontory 
Summit  in  1863.  He  wanted 
to  place  the  train  under  the 
Utah  tree  in  D.C.  The  Capitol 
Landscape  Architect  said  his 
predecessor  would  have 
vetoed  this,  but  with  the 


national  significance  of  this 
event  he  would  welcome  the 
idea.  The  Salt  Lake  Sym¬ 
phonic  Choir  director  in¬ 
formed  me  that  the  sym¬ 
phony  had  performed  for  the 
opening  of  the  Centennial 
celebrations  and  wanted  to 
perform  at  the  closing  of 
them.  We  had  dubbed  this 
project  the  culmination  of  a 
yearlong  series  of  celebra¬ 
tions  and  thus  the  last 
celebration  for  Utah's  Cen¬ 
tennial.  Many  other  groups 
were  busy  doing  their  thing 
to  make  Utah's  tree  a  beauti¬ 
ful  gift  to  our  Nation. 

Tree-cutting  day  finally 
arrived.  A  huge  crowd  from 
Emery  and  Carbon  Counties 
showed  up.  The  reporters 
who  participated  in  the  tree  search 
were  all  there  plus  some  national 
news  representatives.  After  a  speech 
by  "Dr.  Red  Duke"  from  the  Na¬ 
tional  Forest  Foundation,  the  cold 
day  prompted  quick  movement  into 
the  cutting.  Ron  Hartel,  seven-time

world  champion  lumberjack, 
notched  the  tree.  With  the  crowd 
moved  back  to  a  safe  distance,  the 
tree  was  cut. 

There  was  brief  excitement 
when  the  tree  rolled,  fell  off  its 
stump  and  jolted  to  the  end  of  the 
cable  secured  to  the  crane.  It  landed 
upright  and  the  rest  was  a  very  slow 
process  of  lowering  it  and  wrapping 
the  branches  one  by  one. 

At  9:30  p.m.  the  trucks  pulled 
out  of  the  compound  onto  the 
highway  to  travel  to  Castle  Dale.  The 
escort  left  included  the  truck  drivers, 
Emery  County  Sheriff's  department, 
a  skeleton  crew  from  the  Manti  / 
LaSal  and  myself.  The  day  had  been 
long  and  cold.  The  tree  was  tucked 
into  the  sideboards  the  best  it  could 
be,  but  still  was  not  legal  for  the 
highway.  Not  until  three  days  later 
in  Pleasant  Grove  were  we  able  to 
strap  it  in,  meeting  highway  code. 

Celebrations  around  the  State 
of  Utah  included  Castle  Dale,  Price, 
Helper,  Pleasant  Grove,  Orem, 
Brigham  City,  and  Salt  Lake  City. 

November  19  was  the  final 
send-off  of  the  tree.  Governor  Mike 
Leavitt  drove  the  Mack  Truck 
carrying  the  tree  into  the  Galavan 


Center  in  downtown  Salt  Lake  City. 
A  successful  program  and  a  crowd 
sent  us  on  to  Cheyenne.  The  Emery 
County  Sheriffs  deputies  and  Lorest 
Service  law  enforcement  escorted 
the  tree  to  the  Wyoming  border.  The 
caravan  included  3  Mack  trucks.  I 
led  in  my  vehicle. 

The  first  truck  hauled  the  70- 
foot  tree.  A  second  carried  decora¬ 
tions  and  47  smaller  trees  donated 
by  the  Lorest  Service  for  various 
offices  in  Washington  D.C.  The  third 
carried  trains  and  miniature  stuffed 
bulldogs  which  Mack  Trucks  do¬ 
nated  to  the  Marine  Corps'  Toys  for 
Tots  program  in  every  city  we 
visited. 

Pormal  presentations  sched¬ 
uled  ahead  kept  us  on  a  tight 
schedule.  Planned  stops  were  in 
Cheyenne,  WY;  Spear  Pish,  Rapid 
City,  Pierre  and  Sioux  Palls,  SD; 
LaCrosse,  WI;  South  Bend,  IN; 
Pittsburgh  and  Allentown,  PA;  and 
Haggerstown,  MD.  We  deviated 
little  from  the  schedule,  except  to 
spend  Thanksgiving  in  Allentown 
with  the  family  of  my  counterpart 
from  Mack  Trucks. 

On  schedule  we  arrived  in 
Washington  D.C.,  December  2.  The 


convoy  was  escorted  from  the 
National  4-H  Center  in  Virginia  to 
the  Capitol  by  the  Capitol  Police,  the 
Presidential  Police,  D.C.  Metro 
Police,  and  a  police  unit  and  two 
policemen  from  Emery  County.  The 
tree  arrived  at  the  Capitol  at  10  a.m. 
Eastern  Standard  Time.  Utah's  U.S. 
Senators  Robert  Bennett  and  Orrin 
Hatch  greeted  the  truck  drivers  with 
donuts  and  hot  chocolate.  A  large 
crowd  of  news  reporters  watched 
the  tree  being  lifted  from  the  truck 
and  placed  on  the  West  Lawn  of  the 
Capitol.  A  tear  was  running  down 
the  face  of  truck  driver  Dave  Duvall 
who  had  cared  for  this  tree  the  entire 
2,600-mile  trip.  These  truck  drivers 
love  their  work  and  showed  great 
care  and  professionalism  during  the 
trip. 

Once  the  tree  was  placed  in  the 
ground  the  small  crew  of  Lorest 
Service  personnel  from  Utah  and  the 
WO,  the  Emery  County  deputies, 
truck  drivers  and  others  unloaded 
the  smaller  trees  and  decorations. 

We  sorted  trees  by  order  of  delivery 
for  the  days  to  follow.  The  truck 
drivers  left  with  plans  to  return  the 
next  week  for  the  lighting  ceremony. 

The  week  to  follow  brought  a 
heavy  workload  for  those  who 
traveled  from  Utah  as  well  as  the 
Capitol  grounds  crew  who  worked 
on  the  tree  daily,  preparing  it  for  the 
lighting  on  December  10.  Kathy  Jo 
Pollock,  Bill  Dye,  Bob  Reese  and  I 
began  the  thankless  job  of  delivering 
the  smaller  trees  to  the  Senate  and 
House  building,  the  Department  of 
Interior  and  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.  With  the  help  of  a  few 
WO  employees,  we  delivered  trees, 
wrote  news  releases  and  speeches, 
and  talked  to  reporters. 

December  10,  1996  came  fast. 
Reporters  were  interviewing  the 
many  groups  who  came  from  Utah. 
Associate  Chief  Dave  Unger  wel¬ 
comed  participants.  After  a  few  key 
speeches  we  made  the  traditional 
walk  up  the  mall  to  the  West  Lawn 
of  the  Capitol.  The  lighting  cer¬ 
emony  included  invited  speakers, 
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the  Salt  Lake  Symphonic  Choir,  the 
Capitol  Hill  Choir,  the  U.S.  Naval 
Band  and  Speaker  of  the  House 
Newt  Gingrich  flipping  the  switch  to 
light  the  People's  Tree. 

We  made  a  phone  call  home  to 
Utah's  first  Lady  Mrs.  Leavitt  who 
was  holding  a  similar  ceremony  in 
the  Rotunda  of  Utah's  State  Capitol. 
There,  the  Uinta  NF  had  provided  a 
40-foot  Blue  Spruce  in  honor  of  the 
Uinta's  1997  Centennial. 

The  lights  of  the  two  trees  were 
turned  on  consecutively.  Utah  will 
always  be  remembered  for  a  beauti¬ 
ful  tree  with  a  train  around  the  base. 

After  the  lighting,  all  attendees 
went  to  a  reception  in  the  Russell 
Senate  Building  hosted  by  Utah 
Senator  Bennett.  The  following  day 
the  Utah  party  toured  the  Capitol 
with  the  Senator.  My  trip  back  to 
Utah  took  just  three  and  a  half  days! 
The  following  weeks  I  wrote  lots  of 
letters  and  traveled  to  many  meet¬ 
ings  presenting  thank  yous  to 
everyone  involved.  One  thing  I 
realized  later  was  that  the  signifi¬ 
cance  was  not  the  tree,  but  all  the 
people  who  worked  and  provided 
the  expertise  and  the  money  and 
their  input  to  make  sure  that  this 
was  something  that  Utah  could  be 
proud  of.  A  special  thanks  to  those 
Forest  Service  employees  who 
served  on  various  committees  and 
made  the  difference  in  our  success.

Financing  the  delivery  of  the 
1996  National  Christmas  Tree 
and  partnership  support  for 
bicycle  /pedestrian  tunnel  access  to 
Wasatch-Cache  National  Forest 
lands  above  Salt  Lake  City  were  two 
major  achievements  in  1996  for  the 
Wasatch  Front  Resource  Conserva¬ 
tion  and  Development  Council 
(RC&D).  The  Council  is  an  outreach 
of  R4's  State  and  Private  Forestry 
Staff. 

The  Council  helped  with 
financial  management  and  organiza¬ 
tional  development  surrounding  the 
delivery  of  the  National  Christmas 
Tree.  Because  the  tree  came  from 
Utah's  National  Forests  during  1996, 
Utah's  Centennial  year,  the  event 


included  a  great  deal  of  community, 
partner  and  group  involvement.  As 
everyone  knows,  the  tree  delivery 
and  lighting  ceremony  were  a  great 
success. 

What  most  folks  don't  realize  is 
the  amount  of  work  and  partnership 
development  that  was  required  to 
accomplish  this  great  event. 

Bevan  Killpack,  Uinta  NF, 
provided  leadership,  and  the 
Council  provided  legitimate,  non¬ 
profit  status  and  organizational 
skills  to  assist  Bevan.  By  February 
1997  more  than  $68,000  in  cash  had 
been  received  from  outside  revenue 
sources.  More  than  40  partners 
provided  more  than  $100,000  in-kind 
value  (e.g.  three  Mack  Trucks  which, 
at  no  cost  to  the  government,  went 
across  the  country  twice  to  deliver 
the  tree,  the  ornaments  and  the 
large/ miniature  train  set). 

The  Council  also  built  the 
partnership  to  create  bicycle/ 
pedestrian  bridges  and  tunnel  - 
valued  at  $1.3  million-at  the  mouth 
of  Parley's  Canyon  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
These  structures  will  allow  Salt  Lake 
City  residents  easy  and  safe  access 
onto  the  Wasatch  Cache  NF  in  the 
Mill  Creek  area.  They  will  also 
provide  a  major  linkage  for  alterna¬ 
tive  transportation  in  the  Salt  Lake 
Valley. 


Private  donors  provided  more 
than  $180,000;  Utah  Department  of 
Transportation  gave  $613,000;  Salt 
Lake  County  donated  $475,000;  and 
Salt  Lake  City  kicked  in  $64,000.  The 
Wasatch  Front  RC&D  translated  a 
desirable  Forest  Service  project  into 
a  needed  community  project  and  all 
parties  are  excited  about  its  success. 
Construction  should  begin  by  late 
fall  '97  or  spring  '98. 

The  Council  is  a  unique 
federal-local  government  partner¬ 
ship.  Forest  Service  and  the  Natural 
Resources  Conservation  Service 
fund  the  director-David  Spann,  a 
Forest  Service  employee  on  loan 
from  S&PF-along  with  a  half-time 
assistant,  office  space  and  overhead 
budget.  Tooele,  Salt  Lake,  Weber, 
Davis  and  Morgan  counties  and 
communities  set  priorities  for 
projects  pursued  by  the  Council. 
Last  year  the  Council  handled  about 
$1.5  million  worth  of  grants  and 
funds.

The  mission  of  the  Wasatch  Front  RC&D  Council  is 
to  “Create  Common-Unity  Around  Human  and 
Natural  Resource  Issues.”  The  words  Common  and 
Unity  are  hyphenated  to  recognize  the  derivation  of 
the  word  community  and  the  basis  for  the  RC&D 
organization.  It’s  the  creation  of  the  Common  Good 
or  Common  Unity  that  drives  the  Council’s  members, 

Our  organizational  philosophy  is  similar  to  that  of 
Daniel  Kemis,  Mayor  of  Missoula,  Montana.  In  his 
book,  Community  and  the  Politics  of  Place,  Kemis 
states:  “What  we  do  depends  upon  who  we  are.  It 


depends  ...  on  how  we  choose  to  relate  to 
each  other,  to  the  place  we  inhabit,  and  to  the 
issues  which  that  inhabiting  raises  for  us.”  The 
RC&D  Council’s  projects  and  policies  try  to 
build  on  this  theme,  recognizing  that  we  are 
better  served  when  working  together  than 
when  working  separately.  The  Wasatch  Front 
RC&D  membership  is,  therefore,  open  to  any 
form  of  community,  e.g.,  city,  county,  civic 
organization,  etc.  Members  are  expected  to 
share  their  experience,  knowledge  and  re¬ 
sources  with  each  other,  in  Creating  Common- 
Unity. 
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New  Forest  Service  Tanker  Base 
in  Operation  in  Northern  Utah 


New  Forest  Service  aerial 
tanker  base  facility  at 
Hill  Air  Force  Base 
allows  quick  wild 
firefighting  response 
throughout  northern 
Utah. 

Anew  Forest  Service  aerial 

tanker  base  facility  has  been 
in  operation  for  almost  one 
year  at  Hill  Air  Force  Base  just  south 
of  Ogden,  Utah.  The  facility,  which 
officially  opened  in  July,  1996,  is 
used  for  wildland  firefighting 
operations.  The  Forest  Service 
previously  operated  a  base  for  25 
years  at  Salt  Lake  International 
Airport  northwest  of  Salt  Lake  City. 
But  major  commercial  growth  and 
upgrading  at  this  airport  required 
relocating  the  Forest  Service  opera¬ 
tions. 

After  three  years  of  planning 
and  construction,  the  FS  base 
opened  on  the  northeastern  corner  of 
Hill  AFB.  The  area  is  also  used  by 
the  Utah  Air  National  Guard's  151st 
Air  Refueling  Wing.  This  location 
was  chosen  because  it  allows  quick 
response  time  to  wildfire  situations 
in  northern  Utah.  Fire  retardant 
aircraft  based  here  are  available  to 
federal,  state  and  local  fire  agencies. 
The  facility  has  the  most  modern 
equipment  for  preparing  fire  retar¬ 
dant  and  can  load  aircraft  four  times 
faster  than  the  old  SLC  operation 
could.  It  can  load  two  tankers  at  the 
same  time. 

The  base  is  a  cooperative  effort 
of  the  Forest  Service,  Hill  Air  Force 
Base,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  the  Department  of  Defense.

and  Cooperation  Open  Popular 
Sawtooth  Wilderness  Trail 


"It's  a  whole  lot  more 
than  just  opening  up  a 
trail-it’s  helping  to 
preserve  techniques  and 
primitive  skills  from 
being  lost  in  today's 
technological  society 
noted  Liese  Dean , 
Wilderness  Ranger  for  the 
Sawtooth  Wilderness  in 
central  Idaho. 

Dean  was  describing  some 
very  tough  work  done  last 
summer  on  the  Snowyside 
Pass  Trail.  This  trail,  used  by  thou¬ 
sands  of  wilderness  travelers 
annually,  connects  Toxaway  and 
Alice  Lakes  and  more  remote  parts 
of  the  Sawtooth  Wilderness.  It's  also 
one  of  the  most 
popular  overnight 
loop  trips  for  stock 
users. 

"Approxi¬ 
mately  one  quarter 
mile  of  this  trail 
was  in  such  bad 
shape  we  had  to 
close  it  for  more 
than  a  year  while 
we  reconstructed 
it,"  Dean  said.  "The 
problem  section  is 
in  extremely  steep 
country.  In  fact,  at 
one  point  there  is  a 
500  foot  dropoff. 

Over  the  years, 
what  tread  was 
there  had  sloughed 
off  until  it  was 


almost  nonexistent  in  spots." 

Reconstruction  work  began  in 
the  summer  of  1995  and  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  September  1996.  "One  of 
the  most  satisfying  aspects  of  this 
project  was  the  great  support  and 
help  from  two  groups,  the  High 
Desert  Backcountry  Horsemen  from 
Twin  Falls  and  the  American  Hiking 
Society,  based  out  of  Washington 
D.C.,"  said  Dean.  "Nearly  100 
person-days  of  work  were  contrib¬ 
uted  by  volunteers  from  these  two 
groups." 

This  trail  project  was  spear¬ 
headed  by  a  three-person  Forest 
Service  trail  crew,  headed  up  by  Jay 
Dorr.  "Out  of  the  troublesome  one 
quarter  mile  of  trail,  we  focused  on 
an  area  200  to  300  feet  in  length," 
Dorr  said.  "Working  on  this  piece 
was  fairly  dangerous  at  times,  and 
we  really  concentrated  on  the  safety 
aspect.  Fortunately,  there  were  no 
accidents  or 
serious  injuries." 

"The  work 
was  harder  than 
anything  I  had 
done  in  a  long 
time,"  states 
Jeannie 

Bottinger,  of  the 
High  Desert 
Chapter, 
Backcountry 
Horsemen,  in 
Twin  Falls,  ID. 

"A  lot  of  people 
who  worked  on 
this  project  left 
with  a  lot  of 
blisters,  but  their 
hearts  were 
happy.  I  left  the 
project  with  a

great  deal  of  satisfaction  knowing 
that  we  really  accomplished  some¬ 
thing.  We  now  have  a  much  wider 
trail  that  is  a  lot  safer  for  livestock 
use." 

American  Hiking  Society's 
Maurice  Devore,  a  68-year-old 
volunteer  from  Vallejo,  California 
spent  six  weeks  this  past  summer 
working  on  the  trail.  "Why?  Because 
I  like  to  do  physical  work,  like 
breaking  rocks  and  moving  dirt," 
Devore  said.  "I  really  like  to  work  in 
the  outdoors. 

"The  main  reason  I  like  it  so 
much  are  the  people  I  get  to  work 
with...Mose,  Jay,  Deborah  and  all  the 
other  Forest  Service  folks-they  are 
really  great  to  work  with." 

Devore  has  only  missed  one 
summer  since  1987  as  a  volunteer 
working  on  trails  in  the  Sawtooth 
National  Recreation  Area.  "I  would 
really  encourage  others  to  get 
involved  doing  this  kind  of  work  - 
these  are  good  projects  and  the  work 
is  rewarding." 

Mystic  Saddle  Ranch,  a  local 
Sawtooth  Wilderness  outfitter  and 
guide,  helped  by  hauling  in  supplies 
for  the  Backcountry  Horsemen. 

"Because  this  trail  is  within  a 
Congressionally  designated  Wilder¬ 
ness,  we  did  not  use  mechanical  or

Dean  said.  "Volun¬ 
teers  hand-drilled 
holes  for  blasting 
using  a  star  bit. 

They  also  used 
rock  bars  to  loosen 
and  remove  rocks. 

It  was  tough  work 
because,  workers 
had  to  cut  the  trail 
into  a  sheer  rock 
face.  We  went  to 
this  extent  because 
it's  important  that 
stock  users  can 
safely  use  this  trail 
and  other  trails  in 
the  Wilderness." 

Dean  said  the 
finished  trail  is  an  outstanding 
example  of  rock  work  with  primitive 
tools.  "The  trail  is  carved  out  of  solid 
rock  on  one  side  and  cribbed  up 
below  on  the  other  side.  Techniques 
used  to  build  this  trail  are  the  same 
ones  that  have  been  used  for  centu¬ 
ries  to  build  roads  and  trails  all 
around  the  world.  Having  to  do  the 
work  this  way  is  another  value  of 
wilderness  as  it  helps  to  preserve 
these  technical  and  primitive  skills 
alive  in  a  world  that  has  become  so 
highly  technical." 

Bill  LeVere,  Forest 
Supervisor  of  the  Sawtooth 
NF,  describes  the  value  of 
citizens  working  as  volun¬ 
teers  in  their  National 
Forests.  "We  are  very 
fortunate  to  have  had  the 
help  of  groups  such  as  the 
Backcountry  Horsemen 
and  the  American  Hiking 
Society.  Not  only  did  they 
enable  our  crews  to  com¬ 
plete  a  difficult  piece  of 
trail,  but  they  offered  the 
opportunity  for  us  to  work 
side  by  side  with  our 
users."

Braving  a  heavy  spring  snow 
storm  and  near-whiteout 
conditions,  Wyoming  Army 
National  Guard  soldiers  and 
Sweetwater  County  workers  re¬ 
paired  flood  damage  on  a  popular 
recreation  access  road  on  the  Flam¬ 
ing  Gorge  National  Recreation  Area. 

Soldiers  from  Detachment  2, 
1041st  Engineer  Company  in  Rock 
Springs,  and  county  road  and  bridge 
department  workers  repaired  flood 
damage  April  5  on  Lost  Dog  Road 
south  of  Green  River,  Wyoming. 
National  Guard  operators  used  a 
bulldozer  to  fill  in  deep  trenches; 
followed  by  a  county  grader  / 
maintainer  that  smoothed  out  and 
finishes  the  road  surface.  Moving 
from  washout  to  washout,  the 
guard/ county  team  repaired  eight 
heavily  damaged  areas  along  the 
road. 

"We  have  equipment  now  to 
help  with  community  projects  that 
we  didn't  have  before,"  said  Support 
Platoon  Leader  SFC  Gary  Lisher. 
"Besides  helping  public  agencies 
with  projects,  this  is  invaluable 
training  ...  It  gives  our  soldiers 
hands-on  experience  with  the  heavy 
equipment  they're  trained  to  use." 

The  Guard  is  also  planning 
repair  projects  with  the  City  of 
Evanston  and  the  USDI  Bureau  of 
Land  Management  in  Kemmerer. 

"We  want  to  continue  helping  local 
communities,"  Fisher  said. 

"We  don't  have  the  kind  of' 
equipment  at  Flaming  Gorge  they

use  to  get  that  road  repaired  and 
passable,"  said  Mike  Brown,  Assis¬ 
tant  District  Ranger.  He  noted  that 
Lost  Dog  is  a  popular  recreation  spot 
at  the  NRA. 

"The  need  for  maintenance  and 
repairs  of  facilities  at  Flaming  Gorge 
has  been  an  important  issue  the  past 
several  months,"  added  Brown. 
"Since  the  National  Guard  and 
Sweetwater  County  generously  fixed 
a  major  problem  area,  funds  from 
the  Flaming  Gorge  Use  Pass  pro¬ 
gram  will  stretch  even  further."

Flaming  Gorge  NRA  initi¬ 
ated  a  recreation  fee  pro¬ 
gram  March  31 .  A  $2  daily 
use  pass  is  required  for 
each  vehicle,  horse,  motor¬ 
cycle,  bicycle  or  pedestrian. 
Under  a  national  pilot 
program  underway,  partici¬ 
pating  National  Forest  sites 
will  be  able  to  utilize  the  fee 
revenues  to  maintain 
facilities  on  site  and  directly 
benefit  users,  instead  of 
sending  fees  to  the  Trea¬ 
sury.  This  is  the  first  pro¬ 
gram  to  be  implemented  in 
the  Nation  under  the  Forest 
Service’s  new  Recreation 
Fee  Demonstration  project.

Fishiake  NF  Permittees  and  Employees 
Learn  Collaborative  Range  Stewardship 


Richfield  Ranger  District 

grazing  allotment  permittees 
and  Fishiake  National  Forest 
employees  participated  in  a  range 
seminar  aimed  at  collaborative 
stewardship  March  15  at  the  Sevier 
Valley  Applied  Technology  Center  in 
Richfield. 

Collaborative  stewardship 
means  "we're  all  in  it  together,"  noted 
Rob  Mrowka,  Forest  Supervisor.  "It's 
about  bringing  together  people  who 
care  about  the  land,  and  having  them 
help  the  land  managers  develop 
workable  solutions  to  problems  and 
opportunities."  Mrowka  said  Fishiake 
employees  will  serve  people  "by 
listening  to  them,  learning  from  them, 
and  doing  resource  management  that 
is  within  the  sustainable  limits  of  the 
land  to  produce.  People  are  part  of 
the  ecosystem  we  are  managing." 

Ted  Fitzgerald,  Richfield  District 
Ranger,  opened  the  seminar,  saying, 
"Today  is  about  resuming  a  dialogue 
between  permittees  and  Forest 
Service  personnel-but  instead  of  just 
talking  to  one  another,  we  will  be 
building  a  new  way  of  doing  busi¬ 
ness-together." 

The  seminar  covered: 

•  A  permittee's  perspective  of  the 
next  five  years  for  federal  grazing; 

•  Setting  the  stage  for  grazing  in  the 
foreseeable  future; 

•  A  panel  discussion  on  The  State  of 
the  Range; 

•  A  shift  in  permit  administration; 

•  Range  utilization; 

•  Use  periods; 

•  Condition  of  improvements; 

•  Livestock  accountability; 

•  'Seeking  Common  Ground'- 
resolving  livestock  and  big  game 
conflicts. 

Permittee  Rae  Noyes  gave  his 
perspective  of  present  and  future 
livestock  grazing  on  the  National 


Forest.  Weather  is  a  big  factor  in 
range  condition. 

An  issue  for  most  of  the 
permittees  is  the  increasing  size  of 
the  elk  herds  on  their  allotments, 
especially  early  spring  grazing  by 
the  elk.  Noyes  mentioned  a  study  in 
Iowa  on  the  decline  of  rural  commu¬ 
nities,  which  found  range  in  the  best 
condition  it  had  been  for  a  long  time. 
Last  year  the  permittees  in  his 
grazing  association  spent  a  collective 
total  of  97  days  doing  improvements 
on  allotments.  Noyes  said  permittees 
and  the  Forest  Service  working 
together  would  make  livestock 
grazing  successful  in  the  future. 

Richfield  RD  will  be  inviting 
permittees  to  help  evaluate  range 
condition.  Permittees  can  visit  the 
allotments  with  rangeland  manage¬ 
ment  specialists  and  learn  the 
techniques  used  to  measure  vegeta¬ 
tion  utilization.  "We  can  talk  and 
plan  all  we  want,  but  we  need  to  be 
together  on  the  ground,  interacting 
and  sharing,"  said  Bob  Tuttle, 
rangeland  management  specialist. 

Permittee  John  Wintch  ex¬ 
plained  how  he  was  monitoring 
range  conditions.  Fie  has  identified 


photo  points  and  takes  repeat  photos 
each  year.  He  predicted  more  public 
scrutiny  of  range  conditions,  espe¬ 
cially  riparian  areas. 

Permittees  requested  help  in 
measuring  utilization  of  spring  elk 
grazing. 

Cages  have  been  placed  on  the 
Water  Hollow  Allotment  in  areas 
where  spring  grazing  by  elk  occurs. 
Photos  of  the  conditions  before 
spring  grazing  have  been  taken. 
Vegetation  measurements  will  be 
taken  (1)  inside  the  cage  and  in  the 
area  surrounding  the  cage,  (2)  after 
spring  elk  grazing  and  before  cattle 
go  on  the  allotment,  and  (3)  at  the 
end  of  the  season,  to  determine  total 
grazing  by  elk  and  livestock. 

More  than  40  grazing  permit¬ 
tees  attended  the  seminar.  Forest 
Service  employees  attending  in¬ 
cluded:  Forest  Supervisor  Mrowka 
and  DR  Fitzgerald;  Vince  Pace  and 
Bob  Tuttle,  rangeland  management 
specialists;  Gary  Deleeuw,  range 
technician;  Kreig  Rasmussen, 
wildlife  biologist;  Sylvia  Dotson, 
support  services  specialist;  Ellen 
Daniels,  resource  clerk,  and  Lynn 
Findlay.

On  February  22,  the  Uinta 

National  Forest  turned  100 
years  old.  Portions  of  the 
Uinta  were  originally  included  in 
the  first  Forest  Reserve  established 
in  the  State  of  Utah.  The  Uinta 
Forest  Reserve  was  established  by 
President  Grover  Cleveland  on 
February  22,  1897-one  year  after 
Utah  received  statehood. 

On  February  21,  the  Uinta  held 
a  Centennial  Employee  Day  celebra¬ 
tion  including  historical  presenta¬ 
tions,  a  group  photo,  forest  trivia, 
and  even  a  birthday  cake!  Funch- 
time  entertainment  was  provided  by 
the  group  Fegacy  who  performed  a 
variety  of  Native  American  dances. 
Dancers  told  the  background  and 
history  behind  each  dance.  At  the 
end  of  the  day,  employees  filled  a 
time  capsule  to  be  opened  by  future 
Forest  Service  employees. 


On  March  13,  Utah  Governor 
Mike  Feavitt  signed  a  proclamation 
declaring  1997  as  the  Uinta  National 
Forest's  Centennial  Year.  At  the 
signing,  Uinta  employees  presented 
the  governor  with  a  “History  of  the 
Uinta  National  Forest-A  Century  of 
Stewardship",  and  a  centennial  pin 
and  flag.

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Ashton  RD  Employees 
Pursue  “Partners  in 
Safety” 

Partnerships  can  come  from  the  most 
unexpected  places. 

Judy  Warrick,  Ashton  Ranger  District  safety  coordinator 
on  the  Targhee  National  Forest,  was  concerned  that  the 
safety  posters  on  the  District  were  old  and  no  longer 
effective.  Employees  were  disregarding  the  same  old 
displays.  "We  needed  new  safety  messages  that  were  eye¬ 
catching  and  appealed  to  the  employees,"  said  Warrick. 

Warrick  found  an  unlikely  partner  in  23  students  in 
Liz  Hossner's  third  grade  class  at  the  Ashton  Elementary 
School.  Each  student  created  posters  with  a  safety  message 
for  the  District  to  display.  Hossner  was  surprised  that  the 
children  knew  so  much  about  safety  in  the  forest.  "It  must 
be  because  the  forest  is  in  our  backyard  and  their  families 
use  the  area  frequently,"  said  Hossner.  The  children  used  a 
variety  of  safety  messages  in  their  poster  illustrating  snow 
machine  use,  working  around  water  and  boats,  poisonous 
plants,  hunting,  campfires,  picking  up  litter,  hiking,  and 
using  caution  around  wildlife. 

To  recognize  their  efforts,  Smokey  Bear  and  District 
Ranger  Adrienne  Keller  showed  up  at  the  school  to  talk 
about  fire  prevention  and  provide  all  the  students  with  a 
picture  of  themselves  with  Smokey  and  their  poster.  Three 
local  newspapers  covered  the  event,  extending  the  safety 
messages  into  the  community. 

"It  was  a  great  idea  to  get  the  students  to  be  our 
partners  in  promoting  safety,"  said  Keller.  "We  both 
benefited  from  the  effort."

Local  Black 

Bears  Are  Better 
Off  Without  an 

Invitation 
to  Your 
Picnic 


On  one  of  their  weekend 
outings  to  their  favorite 
camping  spot  on  the 
Targhee  NF,  Joe  and  Mary 
Knowbetter  woke  in  the  middle  of 
the  night  to  a  terrible  racket  just 
outside  their  trailer.  Hollering,  Joe 
stepped  out  with  his  flashlight  just 
in  time  to  see  a  big,  furry  shape 
running  away. 

In  the  morning  light,  Joe  and 
Mary  found  their  ice  chest  lid  broken 
and  three  days  of  food  dumped  on 


the  ground.  Their  garbage  bucket 
was  turned  over;  empty  beer  cans 
and  fruit  peels  were  scattered. 

Mary's  cosmetic  bag,  left  out  on  the 
table,  had  been  ransacked-tubes  of 
toothpaste  and  skin  cream  were 
chewed.  The  sweatshirt  Joe  had  been 
wearing  while  catching  and  cleaning 
fish  was  ripped  to  shreds. 

Who  was  responsible  for  this 
mess?  Who  was  the  culprit? 

If  you  guess  "black  bear,"  you 
are  only  partly  correct.  Yes,  a  bear 


had  been  on  the  premises.  But  it  was 
really  Joe  and  Mary,  who  went  to 
sleep  that  night  in  a  camp  that 
smelled  irresistible  to  a  bear,  who 
were  responsible. 

Black  bears,  active  mostly  at 
night,  are  in  constant  search  for 
food.  They  eat  insects  and  many 
kinds  of  plants,  including  young 
shoots,  leaves,  roots,  and  berries. 
They  will  eat  meat  readily  if  it's  easy 
enough  to  get.  They  aren't  picky 
eaters,  and  they  need  lots  of  food. 
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Bears  find  that  just  about 
everything  humans  eat  tastes  great 
to  them.  Lots  of  stuff  we  don't  eat 
tastes  good,  too-like  fragrant 
toiletries  and  cosmetics,  dirty  dishes, 
fish  guts,  and  cooking  grease.  Empty 
food,  pop  and  beer  cans  are  good  for 
a  lick,  especially  if  some  ants  are 
present.  But  when  a  bear  finds  its 
first  human  food  "reward,"  its  life  is 
changed,  probably  forever.  Instead 
of  finding  natural  foods,  a  bear  will 
be  sidetracked  by  the  whiff  of 
picnics  and  camps,  remembering 
tasty  snacks  and  easy  pickings. 

These  "habituated"  bears  associate 
food  with  people.  Baby  bears  learn 
the  behavior  from  their  mothers,  and 
so  the  bad  habit  is  passed  on. 

This  learned  behavior  is 
destructive  to  human  property,  and 
eventually  to  the  bear  itself.  As  these 
bears  continue  to  frequent  camps 
and  summer  homes,  becoming  a 
nuisance,  game  officers  are  often 
called  to  relocate  them  out  of  the 
area.  About  one  bear  per  week  is 
moved  by  Idaho  Fish  and  Game 
from  the  eastern  Idaho  area. 

With  so  many  people  living 
and  playing  in  this  area,  a  relocated 
bear  may  soon  be  in  someone's 
camp  or  yard,  and  again  it  may  be 
trapped  and  moved.  Bears  that 
become  accustomed  to  eating  human 
foods  may  look  "tame,"  but  they 
aren't!  They  often  become  bold 
around  people,  and  if  approached, 
may  become  aggressive.  Bears  that 
threaten  or  injure  people  are  usually 
killed.  Sooner  or  later,  the  bear's 
attraction  to  human  foods  is  likely  to 
result  directly  or  indirectly  in  the 
bear's  death. 

As  more  people  move  and  visit 
here,  the  future  of  bears  will  depend 
on  how  willing  people  are  to  learn 
about  living  near  bears.  Every  visitor 
and  resident  needs  to  do  a  very 
important  thing  for  bears-KEEP  A 
CLEAN  CAMP,  YARD,  OR  PICNIC 
AREA! 

Whenever  you  are  away  from 
camp  or  sleeping,  stow  all  food,  ice 
chests,  and  garbage  in  bear-proof 


places,  such  as  inside  the  trunk  of 
your  car  or  in  bear-resistant  contain¬ 
ers.  Remember  that  anything  that 
has  an  odor  may  attract  a  bear  and 
that  bears  are  extraordinarily  clever 
at  getting  into  things. 

Attractants  include  processed 
livestock  and  pet  foods,  cooking 
utensils,  toiletries,  canned  food  and 
beverages,  even  camera  film.  Take 
extra  trash  bags  with  you  to  seal  up 
and  stow  all  things  that  smell.  Pour 
cooking  grease  into  cans  or  bottles 
and  keep  it  sealed  up  with  the  rest  of 
the  garbage.  Don't  bury  garbage, 
because  bears  will  just  dig  it  up.  And 
never,  never  put  food  in  your  tent, 
particularly  if  you  are  sleeping  there! 

If  a  black  bear  does  show  up  at 
your  picnic  or  in  camp,  don't  panic. 
Bears  are  generally  shy  and  fright¬ 
ened  of  humans,  and  their  presence 
does  not  threaten  your  personal 
safety.  Discourage  the  bear  by 
making  lots  of  noise-yell,  sing,  clang 
pot  lids,  bark  like  a  dog.  Don't  throw 
things  or  attempt  to  prod  the  bear 
with  any  object.  If  you  have  a  dog 
with  you,  restrain  it  and  keep  it 
away  from  the  bear.  You  don't  want 
to  provoke  a  bear,  just  encourage  it 


to  leave.  Be  aware  that  the  bear  may 
return  later  to  look  for  food,  when 
you're  away  or  sleeping,  so  make 
sure  your  camp  is  super  clean  and 
odorless.  You  might  also  consider  re¬ 
locating  your  camp. 

Homeowners  or  renters  in 
areas  near  the  forest  can  best  protect 
their  property  from  bears  by  keeping 
all  garbage,  pet  food,  and  barbecues 
inside  buildings. 

If  you're  camping  in  the 
backcountry,  take  time  to  learn  how 
to  hang  your  food  and  take  other 
precautions  advised  for  bear  coun¬ 
try.  Don't  forget,  occasional  grizzly 
bears  also  roam  the  Tetons  and 
Targhee  NF,  in  addition  to  black 
bears.  Can  you  tell  the  difference 
between  the  two  species?  For  more 
information  about  bears  and  recre¬ 
ation  in  the  Targhee  NF,  please  call 
or  visit  a  Forest  Service  office  near 
you.

Fishlake  National  Forest 
archeologist  Bob  Leonard 
received  the  1996  Gifford 
Pinchot  Award  for  Excellence  in 
Interpretation  from  Forest  Service 
Chief  Jack  Ward  Thomas  at  the 
National  Association  for 
Interpretation's  workshop  last  fall  in 
Billings,  Montana. 

Leonard  competed  against 
seven  other  regional  winners, 
representing  155  National  Forests 
throughout  the  nation.  The  award  is 
for  three  years  of  interpretive  efforts 
in  Bullion  Canyon,  a  rugged  and 
steep-sided  gorge  managed  by  the 
Beaver  RD.  In  the  1860s,  placer  gold 
was  discovered  in  the  canyon's  creek 
and  by  the  1870s  there  were  three 
gold  camps,  a  toll  road,  a  major  gold 
mill  and  thousands  of  miners.  Even 
today,  the  discerning  eye  can  pick 
out  the  vestiges  of  these  camps 
underneath  the  canopy  of  trees 
along  the  creek. 

Lying  just  west  of  Marysvale, 
Utah,  the  projects  in  the  canyon  have 
drawn  a  number  of  enthusiastic 
partners  including  the  Marysvale 
Mayor,  Chamber  of  Commerce, 

Piute  County  Commissioners  and 
economic  development  program, 
local  residents.  South  Sevier  Fligh 
School  students,  and  four  Passport-

in-Time  crews  from  16  different 
states.  Together,  these  partners  have 
built  a  park  and  picnic  area,  created 
oral  histories,  reopened  historic 
trails,  raised  bathrooms,  re-graveled 
the  canyon  road  and  built  a  2.5-mile 
driving  tour  with  stops  at  a  number 
of  gold  camp  features. 

The  tour  is  directed  by  an  1800s 
style  brochure  designed  by  Cindy 
Lou  McDonald  and  funded  by  Piute 
County.  McDonald  also  designed  all 
the  interpretive  signs  in  the  canyon. 
"She  could  look  at  my  ideas,  offer 
alternatives  and  then  make  every¬ 
thing  gel  into  a  wonderful  final 
product,"  archaeologist  Leonard 
commented. 

Near  the  top  of  the  driving 
tour,  volunteer  crews  built  a  park 
and  trail  that  accesses  mining 
equipment,  a  reconstructed  shaft 
and  workings  at  the  mouth  of  a  mine 
tunnel,  a  furnished  two-room  log 
cabin,  a  blacksmith's  shop,  and  a 
historic  outhouse  that  was  moved 
from  another  site  by  Leonard, 
Regional  Archaeologist  Jerry  Wylie 
and  other  volunteers.  On  a  brisk  fall 
afternoon,  visitors  can  retreat  to  the 
cabin,  light  the  kerosene  lanterns 
and  almost  picture  life  as  a  miner  in 
the  midst  of  the  last  century. 

Complementing  the  Miners' 
Park  is  a  small  picnic  area  near  the 
creek.  This  past  year  a  trailhead  was 


built  by  area  and  serves  as  the  access 
to  nine  miles  of  historic  foot  and 
horse  trails  opened  by  Passport-In- 
Time  (PIT)  crews.  A  final  touch  was 
begun  this  fall  with  the  donation  of 
$2,500  by  Piute  County  residents  for 
a  vaulted  toilet.  The  money  funded  a 
restroom  that  was  built  with  an  R4 
design  but  was  made  to  look  like  an 
old-time  assay  office. 


As  for  the  historic  miners 
of  Piute  County ,  "the 
magic  for  me  is  that  they 
represented  the  last  of  the 
rugged  individualists. 
They  were  self-sufficient 
while  completely 
responsible  for  their  own 
lives,"  Leonard  said. 


At  the  awards  ceremonies  in 
Billings,  Montana,  Leonard  was 
caught  off  guard.  "With  the  caliber 
of  the  regional  projects  here  tonight, 

I  honestly  didn't  hold  any  high 
hopes  to  win  this.  I  think  the  Bullion 
Canyon  project  illustrates  what 
heritage  is  about.  It's  a  common 
bond  between  all  people. 

"The  people  of  Piute  County 
are  ranchers  and  miners.  They  are  of 
the  same  stock  as  the  people  in  some 
western  states  who  are  locked  in  a 
battle  with  the  Forest  Service.  The 
people  of  Piute  County  have  proven 
that  heritage  and  the  interpretation 
of  that  heritage  can  bring  divergent 
groups  of  people  together."

Flaming  Gorge 
NRA  Ranger  Wins 
Recreation  Award 


Dave  Bull,  Flaming  Gorge 
National  Recreation  Area 
Ranger,  received  the  "Leg¬ 
ends  Award"  June  9  from  the 
American  Recreation  Coalition.  Vice 
President  A1  Gore  presented  the 
award  in  Washington  D.C.  Bull  was 
nominated  by  the  Washington  Office 
for  recreation  fee  demonstration 
work  at  the  NRA. 

The  NRA  was  the  first  Forest 
Service  unit  in  the  nation  to  imple¬ 
ment  the  national  Recreation  Fee 
Demonstration  Program.  Under  this 
three-year  pilot,  participating  units 
can  collect  a  fee  and  keep  80  of  the 
revenues  on  site  for  maintenance 
and  development  that  directly 
benefits  recreation  users. 

Starting  March  31,  the  NRA 
began  charging  all  visitors  $2  for  a 


daily  Use  Pass.  Fees  will  be  used  to 
repair  infrastructure,  extend  visitor 
center  and  interpretive  services,  and 
develop  new  trailheads,  restrooms 
and  parking. 

The  National  Fee  Demo 
Program  is  a  test  of  the  user-pay 
concept,  where  increasing  use  also 
results  in  increasing  revenue  to 
support  the  use.  Unlike  the  National 
Park  Service,  the  FS  has  a  tradition 
of  free  use  and  charges  very  few 
fees;  what  fees  are  charged  go 
directly  to  the  Treasury  instead  of 
benefiting  the  unit  and  its  visitors. 
Beset  by  rising  visitor  use  and 
declining  real  maintenance  dollars, 
the  FS  has  struggled  to  maintain 
recreation  facilities.  The  pilot 
program  will  test  the  benefits  and 
costs  of  use  fees.
